CONSTITUTION. 


Sub-District  No.  7 of  District  No 
12,  U.  M.  W.  of  A. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  Name — This  organiza- 
tion shall  be  known  as  Sub-district 
No.  7 of  District  No.  12,  United 
Mine  Workers  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  Jurisdiction — This  sub- 
district shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
all  local  unions  in  said  sub  district 
which  shall  embrace  all  territory  in 
the  7th  inspection  district  of  Illinois. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1 . Officers — The  officers 
of  this  sub  district  shall  consist  of 
one  president,  one  vice  president, 
one  secretary-treasurer,  and  six  ex- 
ecutive members  who  shall  consti- 
tute the  executive  board. 

Sec.  2.  Duties  of  President — 
The  president  shall  preside  at  all 
conventions  of  the  sub- district.  He 
shall  sign  all  official  documents 
when  satisfied  of  their  correctness. 
He  shall  fill  by  appointment  all  va- 
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3. 


cancies  occurring  in  the  sub-district 
offices  ; and  in  a like  manner  he  is 
empowered  to  suspend  or  remove 
any  sub-district  officer  for  insubor- 
dination or  just  and  sufficient  cause 
! .by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  exec- 
utive board.  He  shall  devote  his 
time  and  attention  to  the  interest  of 
*?t.he  sub -district,  and  exercise  general 
^supervision  of  its  working  either  in 
'^bhe  field  or  in  the  sub-district  office 
Jfas  sanctioned  by  the  executive  hoard 
^ \^of  the  sub-district. 

^ Sec.  3.  Duties  of  Vice  Presi- 
; ^dent— It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the 
i vice  president  to  preside  at  allmeet- 
gs  and  attend  to  other  duties  i)er- 


ining  to  the  office  of  president  in 


e absence  of  the  president. 

Sec.  4.  Duties  of  Seoretary- 
v Treasurer— The  secretary-treasurer 
c shall  have  charge  of  and  presrve  all 
c hooks  and  effects  of  the  sub  district 
- office.  He  shall  record  proceedings 
o of  all  conventions  and  of  the  meet- 
■ ings  of  the  executive  board,  and 
shall  keep  copies  of  all  important 
^letters  sent  out  by  him.  He  shall 
'^^repare  and  submit  to  the  executive 
J^oard  of  the  sub-district  a quarterly 
■Report  of  all  monies  received  and 
^"disbursed,  and  perform  such  other 
^ ’duties  as  shall  be  assigned  him.  He 
^ shall  give  a bond  of  five  hundred

dollars  ($500),  and  shall  not  have  in 
his  possession  at  any  time  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100) ; all 
amounts  over  and  above  shall  be  de- 
posited in  a safe  bank  in  the  name 
ot‘  the  executive  hoard  of  sub  dis- 
trict 7 and  shall  not  be  drawn  upon 
without  the  consent  of  said  board. 

Sec.  5.  The  sub-district  executive 
board  shall  be  convened  by  the  pres- 
ident or  by  the  secretary  and  at  the 
request  of  three  members  of  said 
board 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  Revenue— The  reve- 
nue of  this  sub  district  shall  be  de- 
rived from  the  local  unions  of  said 
sub-district,  viz : Five  cents  per 
month  per  member  ; providing  there 
is  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  in 
the  sub-district  treasury.  If  there 
is  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  in 
said  treasury,  then  the  district  pres- 
ident be  empowered  to  make  it  10 
cents  per  month  until  there  is  such 
amount  in  the  said  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  The  sub-district  conven- 
tion shall  be  held  annually,  com- 
mencing after  the  state  and  national 
conventions  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  March,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  district  executive 
board.  Special  conventions  shall  be 
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called  by  the  president  when  so  in- 
structed by  a majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  board  of  the 
sub -district.. 

Sec.  3.  Representation— “Repre- 
sentatives to  the  sub-district  con- 
vention from  local  unions  shall  have 
one  vote  for  one  hundred  members 
or  less,  and  ohe  additional  vote  lor 
each  one  hundred  members  or  major 
fraction  thereof. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  Trouble — When  trou- 
ble of  a local  character  arhes  be- 
tween members  of  any  local  union 
and  their  employers  in  sub-district  7 
the  officers  of  said  local  union  shall 
endeavor  to  effect,  an  amicable  ad- 
justment., and  failing  in  this  they 
shall  immediately  notify  the  officers 
of  said  sub  district  and  said  officers 
shall  immediately  investigate  the 
cause  for  complaint,  and  failing  to 
effect  a peaceful  settlement  upon  a 
basis  that  would  be  equitable  and 
just  to  aggrieved  members,  they 
shall  at  once  notify  the  state  officers. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  Refusal  to  Pay  Dues 
Auy  local  union  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  officers  of  sub-district. 
7 who  refuses  t-o  pay  any  levy 
authorized  by  the  executive  board 
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of  said  sub-district  not  in  confliction 
with  the  state  or  national  constitu- 
tion shall  be  considered  as  not  pay- 
ing their  legal  taxation. 

ARTICLE  YI 

Section  1.  Qualification  of  Offi- 
cers— Any  member  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  U.  M.  W.  of  A.  and  a 
practical  miner,  who  has  been  a 
member  of  the  organization  for  the 
period  of  six  months  and  has  been 
located  in  the  seventh  sub-district 
for  a period  of  six  months,  shall  be 
eligible  to  hold  office  in  sub-district 
7 ; provided,  he  be  in  good  standing 
in  the  organization. 

Sec.  2.  Salaries— The  salaries  of 
the  officers  of  sub-district  7 shall  be 
fixed  at  each  semi-annual  conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  To  Change  Constitution 
— A two-third  vote  shall  be  required 
to  change  any  article  in  the  consti- 
tution, and  a majority  of  all  votes 
cast  is  necessary  to  a choice  at  an 
election  of  officers.
